Tuberculosis  Dispensary. — The  County  Tuberculosis  Offi- 
cer attends  at  the  Surrey  County  Council  Dispensary,  49, 
Farnham  Road.  Practitioners  can  refer  their  suspicious  cases 
to  him  or  can  request  him  to  visit  the  patients’  home  and  there 
meet  the  private  doctor. 

Venereal  Diseases. — The  County  Council  Clinic  is  held  at 
the  Royal  Surrey  County  Hospital  by  one  of  the  Assistant 
County  Medical  Officers  who  attends  on  Thursdays  and  Fridays 
from  5 till  7 p.m.  to  see  males,  and  on  Mondays  from  5 till 
7 p.m.  and  Thursdays  from  9.30  to  11.30  a.m.  for  females. 

Notification  of  Births. — The  number  of  notified  births  was 
1357;  of  these  633  were  resident  births.  These  are  tabulated 
on  page  4. 

Child  Life  Protection. — No  proceedings  were  taken  under 
the  Children  and  Young  Persons  Act,  1933. 

There  were  48  foster  children  on  the  register  at  the  end 
of  ,1941.  The  number  of  foster  mothers  registered  was  22. 

Infectious  Disease  Cases  continue  to  be  sent  to  Ottershaw 
Isolation  Hospital, 
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Hospital  Provision. — The  position  remains  as  before  with 
two  General  Hospitals.  Information  concerning  the  work 
done  by  these  hospitals  during  the  year  has  been  kindly  sup- 
plied by  the  Secretary-Superintendent  of  the  Royal  Surrey 
County  Hospital  (Voluntary)  and  the  Medical  Superintendent 
of  the  Warren  Road  Hospital  (Surrey  County  Council)  as

Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services. 

As  agreed  with  the  Corporation,  the  Queen’s  District 
Nursing  Association  maintained  one  midwife  for  district  work 
in  accordance  with  the  arrangements  made  in  pursuance  of 
the  Midwives  Act,  1936. 

Thirty-one  midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practise 
during  1941.  Of  these,  10  were  Queen’s  midwives  and  7 were 
private  midwives  nursing  in  the  home.  There  are  2 others 
who  work  in  private  nursing  homes  in  addition  to  the  above. 
The  remaining  12  are  midwives  enployed  at  the  Mount 
Alvernia  Nursing  Home  who  notified  their  intention  to 
practise. 

The  Inspector  of  Midwives  made  23  routine  and  40  special 
visits,  classified  as  follows  : — 

Visits  to  Independent  Midwives  : 

Routine,  18;  Special,  6. 

Visits  to  Mount  Alvernia  : 

Routine,  2 ; Special,  2. 

Visits  to  Queen’s  Nurses  : 

Routine,  3;  Special,  22. 

Visits  to  patients  at  home  ; 10, 
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Analysis  of  178  Medical  Aid  Forms  received  from  the 
midwives  shows  that  80  were  received  from  the  Queen’s  Nurses 
Jarvis  Maternity  Home,  of  which  39  were  on  account  of  non- 
residents. 36  of  these  paid  their  own  fees,  and  25  of  the 
residents  paid  theirs.  From  Mount  Alvernia  45  forms  were 
received,  of  which  20  persons  were  residents,  of  whom  4 paid 
their  own  fees,  and  25  non-residents,  of  whom  10  paid  their 
own  fees.  The  Queen’s  District  Nurses  sent  in  44  medical  aid 
forms  from  the  district,  all  of  which  were  on  behalf  of  resi- 
dents, and  of  these  10  paid  their  own  fees.  The  remaining  9 
forms  were  sent  in  by  independent  midwives,  and  were  in 
respect  of  residents,  2 of  whom  paid  their  own  fees. 

For  the  financial  year  ended  March  31st,  1941, 

£111  17s.  Od.  was  expended  by  the  Council  in  payment  of  doc- 
tors summoned  in  medical  aid  of  midwives,  and  of  this  sum 
£26  2s.  lid.  was  recovered  from  the  patients.  For  the  finan- 
cial year  ended  31st  March,  1942,  £133  was  expended,  of 
which  £61  14s.  lid.  was  recovered. 


Health  Visiting,. — The  four  Health  Visitors  during  1941 
made  1,168  visits  to  infants,  1,858  to  toddlers,  and  34  ante- 
natal visits. 


Supervision  of  Nursing  Homes. — There  are  still  six  regis- 
tered nursing  homes  in  Guildford  offering  98  beds.  The  accom- 
modation offered  by  each  Nursing  Home  is  as  follows  : —

Inspection  of  these  homes  is  carried  out  annually,  when 
the  whole  Home  is  inspected,  records  checked,  cards  seen, 
staff  checked,  and  all  conditions  of  decoration,  efficiency  of 
working,  are  gone  into.  Re-visits  and  consultations  with  the 
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Matrons  are  carried  out  at  any  time  during  the  year  should 
any  special  circumstances  arise,  such  as  a maternity  case 
becoming  infected  or  showing  a rise  of  temperature. 

With  regard  to  possible  unregistered  Homes,  these  are 
discovered  at  times  by  advertisements  in  the  local  press,  etc., 
and  steps  are  taken  to  deal  with  them  adequately. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water. — During  the  year  twenty-two  samples  were  taken 
for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination,  of  which  thirteen 
were  from  Millmead  and  Ladymead  Boreholes,  the  remaining 
nine  being  from  various  taps  in  the  Borough.  The  results  of 
these  analyses  proved  to  be  consistent  with  a pure  and  whole- 
some water,  suitable  for  a public  supply. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — During  1941,  the  work  of  main 
sewerage  in  iBurpham  was  completed  and  connections  made 
to  the  main  Pumping  Station  at  Bellfields. 

In  1942,  it  is  intended  that  most  of  the  cesspools  in  Bur- 
pham  shall  be  abolished  and  connections  made  from  the  pro- 
perties concerned  to  the  new  sewers.  By  this  means,  the  total 
of  546  cesspools  in  the  Borough  will  be  approximately  halved. 

Private  streets  in  Burpham  in  the  area  served  by  the  new 
main  sewers  are  to 'be  sewered  under  the  P.S.W.  Act,  1892, 
the  cost  being  apportioned  over  the  frontages. 

An  order  has  been  placed  for  a new  cesspool  emptier  to 
replace  the  older  of  the  two  machines  in  service,  and  with  the 
decrease  in  total  cesspool  capacity  in  the  Borough  a greatly 
improved  emptying  service  can  be  anticipated  in  the  near 
future. 

A contract  for  the  drainage  of  the  twelve  Corporation 
houses  on  Merrow  Common,  known  as  “Carthouse  Cottages,” 
was  carried  out  in  1941,  and  these  properties  are  now  con- 
verted from  the  earth  closet  to  the  water  closet  system. 


Swimming  Baths. — The  water  at  the  open  air  pool  was 
analysed  on  several  occasions  during  the  bathing  season  and 
found  satisfactory.  The  Castle  Street  swimming  baths  have 
now  been  closed  to  the  public.

I herewith  present  my  Twenty-fourth  Annual  Report  as 
Sanitary  and  Housing  Inspector  for  the  Borough  of  Guildford, 
which  shows  the  general  and  detailed  nature  of  the  duties 
carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  the  Department 
during  the  year  1941. 


The  Report  is  drawn  up  in  tabulated  form  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Home 
Office,  and  affords  easy  comparison  with  previous  years. 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  labour  and  material,  House  to 
House  Inspections  under  the  Housing  Act  have  been 
suspended,  but  this  is  counterbalanced  by  increased  duties  in 
other  directions. 


The  Burpham  Sewerage  Scheme  is  nearing  completion, 
and  steps  are  being  taken  to  connect  up  the  drainage  of  houses 
on  the  line  of  sewer. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Corporation  appointed  a Rat- 
catcher, and  this  will  have  the  effect  of  reducing  the  rat  popu- 
lation and  conserving  the  home  food  supplies. 

During  the  year  a Food  Decontamination  Service  has  been 
formed  and  trained  by  me  as  Gas  Contamination  Officer.

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BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK, 

1941. 

For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  degree  of  cleanliness 
and  for  the  detection  of  tuberculosis  of  the  milk  supply,  91 
samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  the  various  sources  of  supply 
and  submitted  to  the  Royal  Surrey  County  Hospital  Labora- 
tories for  examination. 

Eighty-one  samples  passed  the  methylene  blue  reduction 
and  coliform  tests,  only  ten  samples  failing  these  tests.  In 
addition  the  samples  were  submitted  to  biological  examination, 
and  in  one  sample  tubercle  bacilli  were  detected.  This  was 
referred  to  the  Surrey  County  Council  to  be  dealt  with  by  the 
Veterinary  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 

Every  sample  of  pasteurised  milk  was  submitted  to  the 
Phosphatase  Test,  and  all  were  found  to  have  been  properly 
pasteurised.

The  report  of  Mr.  Holroyd,  the  Inspector  under  the  Sale 
of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  is  as  follows  : — 

122  samples  were  taken  during  the  year.  Of  these  103 
were  formal  samples,  and  19  informal.  Four  formal  samples 
and  one  informal  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Cautions 
were  administered  in  the  appropriate  cases. 


Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Infectious  and 

other  Diseases. 

The  notifications  for  1941  of  infectious  disease  are  tabu- 
lated below.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  number  of  infectious 
diseases  is  less  in  each  group  as  compared  with  1940,  except 
in  the  case  of  measles  and  whooping  cough.  The  autumn  of 
1941  also  saw  a large  increase  in  the  number  of  scabies  cases 
treated  in  Borough  cleansing  station  which  was  established  to 
meet  this  demand.
